to antiquarians, is 
engaged in 


making exploration regarding tlio works r-x- 
lantofthb ancient wound buildera, and ho 
reports the discovery of a v< ry rt-markablo 
wall in tie region just visited by him, and 
of which discovery mention is 
now first 


made.

borue county, eighteen miles eft-it of Port 
Gibson, in the state of Mississippi. 
Blntkn 


of the stone have been taken by the farmers 
for building purposes for many yonr.s, and 
it has formed a general quarry for furniiih- 
ing larga biooka of stone, the same as thu 
colos^eum at Komi? has to the'ino're modern 
vandals for building purposes. 
But tho 


farmers luivo never, it seems, been awnro 
of the nutiqiisrifni importance of this wall, 
which is doubtK'ss couval or anterior to that 
of HadrianV; famous wall in England. Pro- 
fessor Gage employed laborers aud uncovered 
fi portion of the wall twenty feet in width 
and one hundred and seventy-fi--*e feet in 
length, but on removing the soil here and 
there, ho traoed it six hundred feet. 
The 


workmen uncovered the wall to a depth of 
six feet, but lower than this the excavations 
were not continued. 


Largo forest trees of pine and oak,several 


hundred years old, are growing on top of 
the wull. 
The blocks are limestone, and 


belong to the tertiary formation. 
They 


were hewn out of this formation find aro 
three feet in length,twenty inches in width, 
and twenty-two inches in thickness.

From other 
evidences of ths widy extent of this wall, as 
described by the people in other sections, it 
is evident that it included a largo area- of 
land, covering probably -inn square milef, 
and extending to thn Mississippi river. 


Professor Gago will go back to pursue the 


investigation. 
He says that within n few 


miles there nro ancient mounds scattered all 
over the 
valley. 
Specimens of pottery, 


vnses, stone axes, arrow heads skull^bOiiCF, 
parched corn ami snn shells have been found 
in any quantity. 
Tho locality where this 


remarkable wall exists is in the neighbor- 
hood of the Natchez Indians, who were 
found in a state of considerable civilization 
when first visited by the French, mid there 
remains, it is conjectured, may have some 
connection with the occupation by the war- 
like ancestors of this interesting and f unions 
tribo.

Some time since, n company of Minneapolis 
men concc-ivecl tbo idea of using Nicollet 
island, in (ho Mississippi river above. St 
Anthony's falls, for n mill .sits, and began 
preparations by 
tumieUing out 
P, tail 


rnco from tho foot of Hennr-pin island np to 
Nicollet. 
The work had progressed seve- 


ral days, when it was suddenly brought to a 
stop by the caving in of the bottom of tbo 
river u.ud the opening of a pussags under- 
neath which carriiul tho water out below 
the fall. 
Tho hitherto unsuspected exis- 


tence of au immense cave under [the bed 
of the stream 
was thus made known. 


Investigation 
revealed 
the 
fact 
that 


the roi-k was men-ly 
a thin crust of 


limestone, sofi and unstable. 
Hero was a 


danger opened to view. 
It was quite pos- 


sible that tho bottom might fall out any day 
and tho cataract, which is of unspeakable 
value to the town, be destroyed or moved 
away. 
To avert this possible disaster, it 


was determined to br.ico tho bottom by 
building undor it a vast wall ov dike- of 
strength siifticumt to uphold the rock, and 
of material durable enough to outlast this 
cycle. 
Siich a wall is now in course of con- 


struction. 
It will be forty feet high, 
IS'iO 


feet loni*, nml nf varying thicknesp. 
It is 


being built of cnnnvte, which shortly 
after 


its deposit becomes hard as tho rock itself. 
The falls, in the 
meantime, 
aro protected 


by aprons of timber covering tho rock, so 
that all wear upon the surface i:; averUu. 
Tho chanrel above the fulls has been blasted 
out (o p. iJupth 
sufficient 
(o prevent tho 


water fvee/ing to the bottom in Winter and 
conscu .lently peeling it oiT in Spring.

day.

Galrestou railroad companies, es against 
settlers numbering some fifteen hundred. 


The case was decided 
in favor of the 


settlers in the ciicuit court, but the railroad 
companies took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court.

take up liis allegations seriatim, examining 
all available sources of evidence, aud scru- 
tinizing all records and documentary proof 
which might, in their judgment, throw auy 
light upon the subject. 
The printed testi- 


mony so taken comprises more than eight 
hundred octavo pages. 
Tho commission 


sustain tho charge of official incompetency 
preferred against J. J. Savillo, Indian agent 
at Bed Cloud Agency, aud recommend his 
removal, but exonerate Liin from the impu- 
tations of dishonesty, and point to him as 
the one Indian agent who goes out of office 
a poorer man then when he entered. 


With, reference to the charge that the 


number of Indians at Red Cloud Agency 
has been greatly over-estimated for the pur- 
poses of fraud, the commission notice the 
fact that army officers concur with Professor 
Marsh in his belief that there wero not so 
many there as had been represented, but 
in support of the charge the opinion mere- 
ly has Ijeen ordered. The enumeration of 
the Indians waa attended with great diffi- 
culties and delay, such as their determined 
opposition to being counted, and the fact 
that the northern or wild Indians wero liable 
to visit^ the agency and 
demand goods 


and rations. The 
census 
of last year 


shows there were 13,422 at Ked Cloud Agen- 
cy. This result was believed by the com- 
mission to have been obtained through tho 
best means within the command of tho 
agent. The commission find that the sys- 
tem of keeping tlie accounts at the agency 
was exceedingly loose and defective, and for 
this reason the Indian office is justly cen- 
surable. They also observed that tho pro- 
vision of the treaty of 18C8 requiring the 
presence of an army officer at all issues of 
goods had been utterly disregarded, but 
could not conclude from that, in tho ab- 
sence of other pro.of, that fraud had been 
practiced. 


Provisions 
wero 
withheld from 
tho 


Indians for a time by Agent Saville, as com- 
plained of by Prof. Marsh, but only for the 
purpose of compelling them by hunger to 
consent to he enumerated. This action of 
the agent is commended by the oommiri- 
pfon.

"' 'fSe euSrRe of frauds nof only gigantic 
but long practiced, grpwlng out of n system 
of stampeding cattlo from the government 
herd to that of tho contractor, from which 
it is claimed they wore redolivered and re- 
ceipted For a second time, is not supported 
by a shadow of proof. In concluding their 
report on the subject of beef,' the commis- 
sion say the}' find no sufficient evidence of 
fraud.but roeomuitmd as a safeguard against 
the possibility of collusion between corrupt 
agents and contractors, that tho deliveries 
of beef bo made under the supervision of 
the commission general of the army. 


The commission call attention to the im- 


policy of the government in'a llowing tho 
Ked Cloud and Spotted Tail' jgencies-'to re- 
main so far awny from every point of rail- 
road aud river transportation. Tho single 
item of transportation to theso agencies 
amounts to nearly $130,000, n sum about 
equal to tho entire cost in tho western mar- 
kets of tho provisions transported. They 
suggest that the time is past when tho gov- 
ernment should purchase peace from the In- 
Bmnlj. 


In"conclusion,tho commission rocapitqlato 


their recommendations, namely: that Agent 
Savillo bo removed; that J. W. L. Glavens, 
J. H. Martin and D. J. JlcCann be excluded 
from further contracts with tho government; 
that E. E. Threlied bo excluded from all 
further employment as inspector; that Mc- 
Cann's accounts bo referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice; that tho distances from 
Ked Cloud and Spotted Tail agencies to 
Cheyenno and Sidney bo measured without 
further delay; that a new cousus bo tuien of 
the Sioux at both of those stations; that the 
bids for flour, carting and wagon transpor- 
tation be received at n suitable point in the 
West; that the officeof 
superintendent of 


Jpdino agencies be abolished.and the duties
